| Conſtantinople, 
|, AT ht, my dear Lady Dor- 
| mer, I have finiſhed a journey 
of great length, and taken up my reſt 
at Conſtantinople, where we have been 
a week. I will not detail to you the 
many places we paſt through, — our 
firſt repoſe was at Buda, where we 
ſtopped three days. Buda was origin- 
ally the reſidence of the Bohemian 
King, 
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King, and there is ſtill. remaining a 
caſtle which was the palace, and re- 
mins a trait of majeſty even in its pre- 
ſent ruinous ſtate. It is a garriſoned 
place, as indeed are all the towns of 
any note in this part of Europe; war 
and conteſts for power, being every 
where diſcernible; and the beautiful 
plains which ſurround Buda convey an 
idea of deſolation from the ſcarcity of 
the inhabitants. From Buda we paſſed 
through many places in our road to 
Belgrade, ſuch as Raab, Peterwaradin, 
and others, all garriſon towns, with 
ſwarms of ſoldiers; and, notwith- 
ſtanding the fine ſeaſon, ſnow was 
very viſible on the hills, where it hes 
all the year. I fully intended, my 
dear Sabina, to have written to you 
from Belgrade, and had begun a letter, 
but as there was a party who were tra- 
C4 velling 
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velling on to Adrianople with an ef. 
cort of ſoldiers, the Marquis embraced 
the opportunity of joining them, as a 
protect ion through the extenſi ve de- 
ſarts of Servia, where banditti of rob- 
bers are frequently met, who plundec 
you without mercy. Had we not met 
with this company, we ſhould have 
had a guard ourſelves; however, we 
eſcaped without any interruption, and 
arrived ſafe at Adrianople, having 
ſtopped at Sophia to view the baths 
there, ſo famous for their medicinal 
virtues. Adrianople is a fine place, 


dhe buildings being very ſuperb. Here 


we parted from our new friends, and 
after ſtaying a few days, to obſerve 
u hate ver was wolthy of attention, and 
reſt ourſelves, the Marquis on petiti- 
oning for a guard to Conſtantinople, 
obtained an eſcort of twenty janizaries 

to

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to defend us. Theſe men, from their 
nature as well as their habit—ſpread 
terror wherever they come, I own 
I was in more apprehenſien from them 
than my imagination could ſuggeſt 
from any enemy I might meet more 
formidable. The lower claſs of people 
here, are in continual terror at their 
approach, for they treat them with the 
utmoſt ſeverity, and rob and plunder 
them with impunity; ſeeming to live 
in defiance of all law or order.

1 
was loſt in admiration when I ſaw it, 
not conceiving any thing ſo awful as 
well as grand, could be diſplayed by 
man; and it receives additional. ſtate 
from the dreſs of the Turks, which has 

a magnificence in it, join'd to their 
handſome perſons, which is very 
graceful. ITbe Marquis Du Puis has 
accommodated himſelf with a whole 
houſe; but as I did not chooſe to re · 
fide with them for particular reaſons, 
L have an apartment for myſelf and 
Miſs Summers, with my ſervants, in a 
large hauſe adjoining; nor can you 
form. a. better notion of the beauties of 
this place, than. by my telling, you the

bibe paſſions from appearance, as ex- 
ample is more prevalent than precept. 
Have you my letter from Vienna? — 
leſt you ſhould not, I will repeat, with 
regret, that I have not found my 
truant rover in all the journey. My 
heart leap'd with tranſport at Bel- 
grade, on heating there was an Engliſh 


gentleman in the houſe where we were; 


but on enquiring, it proved to be the 
ſecretary to our Envoy here, who was 


returning to England for his health.
